Intense flooding, 
surprise tornado hit 
parts of U.S., killing 10 

Poplar Bluff, Mo. 

A powerful storm system that 
spawned a deadly tornado in 
Arkansas caused rivers to swell 
Tuesday across the Midwest, 
straining levees and rising so fast 
in some places that panicked res- 
idents didn’t have time to pile up 
sandbags. 

The greatest flooding threat 
loomed in the southeastern Mis- 
souri community of Poplar Bluff, 
a town of 17,000 residents about 
130 miles south of St. Louis. Six 
inches of rain fell Monday alone, 
bringing the four-day total to 15 
inches. 

By midday, the deluge caused 
the Black River to pour over a levee 
in 30 places and to break through 
in one spot, and about 1,000 homes 
were evacuated. 

The storm system has dumped 
relentless rain on several states 
over the past week, including 
Arkansas, Illinois, Indiana, Ken-

tucky, Missouri, Mississippi and 
Tennessee. As the worst of the 
system moved north and east into 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Kentucky and 
Tennessee. Governors in Arkan- 
sas and Kentucky declared states 
of emergency. 

The storms spawned at least 
one tornado Monday in Arkansas 
that killed 10 people and carved a 
wide swath of destruction through 
the town of Vilonia, 25 miles north 


Little Rock. The National Weather 
Service sent survey teams to Vilo- 
nia and nearby Garland County to 
investigate the damage. 

Poplar Bluff Police Chief Danny 
Whiteley was hoping the water 
would recede soon enough that 
flooding would mostly be limited to 
basements. He wasn’t optimistic. “I 
guess you’d call it a perfect storm: 
It’s just all come together at once,” 
Whiteley said, jim salter (ap)

U.S. Economy Stabilizes 


Only big rise in oil 
prices could stop it 
now, economists say 

Washington 

The American economy is now 
strong enough to withstand Mid- 
dle East turmoil and the Japanese 
nuclear crisis. Only a big rise in the 
price of oil could stop it now. 

Those are the findings of an 
Associated Press survey of lead- 
ing economists, who are increas- 
ingly confident in a recovery that 
is nearly two years old. They expect 
the economy to grow faster every 
quarter this year. 

In part, that’s because the econ- 
omists think Americans will spend 
more freely in the coming months. 
Higher stock prices have made 
people wealthier. And a cut in the 
Social Security payroll tax is giving 


Predictions

demic economists on a range of in- 
dicators. Among their forecasts: 

w The economy will grow at a 
3.2 percent annual rate in this 
quarter, then 3.4 percent from July 
through September and 3.5 percent 
from October to December.

8.8 percent, will drop to 8.4 percent 
by December. 

» Average hourly pay, which has not 
increased fast enough this year to 
keep up with inflation, will rise. 

» Consumer spending will grow 

2.8 percent this year. 


most households an extra $1,000 
to $2,000 this year. 

American exports and corporate 
spending, which have helped drive 


the recovery, are also expected to 
remain strong, according to the 
quarterly AP Economy Survey. 

“The economy is regaining some 
of its lost muscle and now seems to 
have a much thicker skin than it did 
six months or a year ago, and that’s 
helping it handle various negative 
forces,” said Lynn Reaser, a board 
member of the National Associa- 
tion for Business Economics. 

Economists think gas pric- 
es, now averaging $3.87 a gallon 
and rising every day, will stabi- 
lize by summer and drop to about 
$3.50 by fall. 

Meanwhile, Americans’ con- 
fidence in the economy grew in 
April as fears about the job mar- 
ket eased. The increase comes after 
an unexpected drop in March. But 
the measure had risen for five con- 
secutive months before that to hit 
a three-year high in February.

Indiana Republican 
not rushing to join 
the presidential fray 

Indianapolis 

Indiana Gov. Mitch Daniels, near- 
ing an announcement on whether 
to run for president, is spending the 
final week of his state’s legislative 
session pushing for the final piec- 
es of a record that would be ready- 
made for a Republican campaign: 
a balanced budget, tax refunds and 
a school voucher program. 

This week’s unexpected decision 
by Mississippi Gov. Haley Barbour, 
a Daniels friend, to forgo a presi- 
dential candidacy seemingly makes 
it more likely the Midwestern gov- 
ernor will seek the GOP nomina- 
tion. But Daniels, 62, is not rush- 
ing to join the field. 

The governor, who typically

keeps his own counsel, is staying 
mum about his plans. Even his 
closest advisers here say they still 
aren’t sure what he will do. 

He’s kept open the possibility of 
a run for months, if only to make 


sure his top issue — enormous def- 
icits and the national debt — was 
a serious part of the debate. And 
he is keeping his pledge to tend to 
business in Indiana before mak- 
ing an announcement or taking 
even the most preliminary steps 
toward a national run. 

“He has said he’s focused on the 
legislative session and he would 
make a decision when that’s over,” 
Jane Jankowski, the governor’s 
spokeswoman, said Tuesday. 

Daniels is the first to acknowl- 
edge he’s done little to lay the 
groundwork for a campaign, and 
his lack of planning has been strik- 
ing to some who would support 
him if he ran. 

“I don’t know if he’s got the fire 
in the belly, drive and desire to run 
for president of the United States. 
I haven’t seen it,” Iowa Gov. Terry 
Branstad said. “At this point, I don’t 
think it’s likely that he’ll run.” (ap)

Gadhafi’s Hold on Libya Weakens 



Misrata in the Balance 

Moammar Gadhaf i suffered a key setback in the Libyan 
military’s withdrawal over the weekend from Misrata, the 
rebelstronghold in western Libya. His failure to control 
the city would likely close the door to a permanent 
partition of Libya into a Gadhafi-run west and a 
rebel-held east. Aside from a military victory by 
Gadhaf i, a partition would be the only scenario 
in which he could expect to cling to power. On 
Tuesday, Gadhafi’s troops bombarded the port of 
Misrata, the lifeline for a battered city that has 
been under siege for the past two months, (ap) 


Setbacks for regime 
continue to mount 
as strikes intensify 

Tripoli, Libya 

Moammar Gadhafi has suffered 
military setbacks in recent days in 
western Libya, a sign that his grip 
may be slipping in the very region 
he needs to cling to power. 

His loyalists were driven out 
of the city of Misrata, a key rebel 
stronghold in Gadhafi-controlled 
territory. A NATO airstrike turned 
parts of his Tripoli headquarters 
into rubble. And rebel fighters 
seized a border crossing, break- 
ing open a supply line to besieged 
rebel towns in a remote western 
mountain area. 

Front lines have shifted repeat- 
edly in two months of fighting, and 
the ill-equipped rebels have given 
no evidence that they could defeat 
Gadhafi on the battlefield. The Lib- 
yan leader has several billion dol- 
lars in gold reserves, which could 
keep him afloat for months. 


Yet Gadhafi appears increasing- 
ly on the defensive. And some see 
the past week as a turning point 
in the fighting, citing mounting 
pressure on Gadhafi. 

Hundreds of coalition airstrikes 
over the past five weeks and the 
introduction last week of armed 
U.S. Predator drones have eroded 
his fighting power. NATO says it 
destroyed one-third of his military 
equipment, pinned down troops 
and cut off supply lines. 

NATO appears increasingly 
willing to go beyond military tar-

gets and strike at symbols of the 
regime, such as the library in Gad- 
hafi’s residential complex damaged 
this week. 


At the same time, international 
sanctions and the exodus of hun- 
dreds of thousands of foreign work- 
ers have disrupted daily life on the 
home front. Motorists wait in line 
for days to fill up their tanks. Pric- 
es are up, cash is in short supply 
and the economy is largely par- 
alyzed. 

If government troops lose more 
ground in coming days, “we could 
be witnessing the beginning of the 
end” for the Gadhafi regime, said 
Riad Kahwaji of the Dubai-based 
Institute for Neareast and Gulf 
Military Analysis. 

“The key to the next stage of 
this conflict will be the psychol- 
ogy of those still supporting the 
regime,” said Malcolm Chalmers of 
the Royal United Services Institute, 
a London-based think tank. 

Still, Gadhafi is digging in. The 
longer he can sustain the fight- 
ing, the better will be his bargain- 
ing position, said Mustafa Alani 
of the Gulf Research Center in 
Dubai, adding that “the regime 
now understands that they have 
no chance to survive.” (ap)

Washing- 
ton, which is drawing up sanctions 
against President Bashar Assad, 
was conferring with European coun- 
tries and the U.N. about options. 
British Foreign Secretary William 
Hague said Britain also was work- 
ing with other members of the U.N. 
Security Council “to send a strong 
signal to the Syrian authorities." 
Turkish Prime Minister RecepTayyip 
Erdogan called Assad and urged him 
to show restraint, (ap) 


Assad regime has tried to crush the 
uprising. But it has only embold- 
ened protesters, who increasingly 
are demanding Assad’s ouster. 

The assault on Daraa appeared 
to be part of a new strategy of pre- 
emptive action against any oppo- 
sition to Assad, rather than react- 
ing to demonstrations. 

It took more than a day for res- 
idents to start pulling many of the 
bodies off the streets of Daraa, with 
army forces firing on people who 
dared to leave their homes. 

Snipers also targeted water 
tanks on rooftops, the last source 
of clean water for many residents of 
the parched region of 300,000 peo-

Jason Mendelson’s favorite art 
teacher once told him he could find 
art anywhere in anything. 

So it would be interesting to see 
what Jack Morton might think 20 
years later of Mendelson’s latest 
undertaking.

Uneven llirnout in D.C. 


Most ballots were cast 
in the western wards, 
according to pollsters 

Washington 

As expected, voter turnout for 
Tuesday’s D.C. special election was 
light — but not evenly light. Sever- 
al campaigners said that more vot- 
ers than expected came to polls in 
the city’s western reaches, while 
eastern wards lagged. 

“We’re seeing turnout like 
nobody’s business west of the 
park,” said Douglass Sloan, cam- 
paign manager for Vincent Orange, 
running as a Democrat for an at- 
large D.C. Council seat. 


“It’s a ghost town in [wards] 5 
and 7,” said Bryan Weaver, a Dem- 
ocrat also running for the coun- 
cil seat. 

“I feel like it’s trending lower 
than in ’97,” said Mike Price, cam- 
paign manager for Democrat Sekou 
Biddle, referring to the last citywide 
special election, in which only about 
25,000 voters cast ballots. 

Elections officials dealt with iso- 
lated problems as poUs opened Tues- 
day morning. Most seriously, poll- 
ing began about 15 minutes late at 
Shepherd Park Elementary in Ward 
4 — the famously high-voting Pre- 
cinct 62 — after the polling captain 
was unable to find a pre-opening 
checklist. It is the home precinct 
of Biddle, who is looking to hold on 


to the at-large council seat he won 
temporarily in January. 

“Of course we’re concerned about 
it, given that it’s the council mem- 
ber’s home precinct,” Price said. 
Alysoun McLaughlin, a spokes- 
woman for the Board of Elections 
and Ethics, said that the precinct 
captain is highly experienced and 
“normally on top of her game” but 
was thrown off by the missing list. 
There were scattered problems 
with voting machines, McLaugh- 
lin said, but none that prevent- 
ed voters from casting ballots.

New Breadwinners Arise 


More women with advanced degrees 
join the US. workforce, shifting away 
from the traditional stay-at-home role 


Washington 

For the first time, American women have 
passed men in gaining advanced college 
degrees as well as bachelor’s degrees, part 
of a trend that is helping redefine who 
goes off to work and who stays home with 
the kids. 

Census figures released Tuesday highlight 
the latest education milestone for women. 
The findings come amid record shares of 
women in the workplace and a steady decline 
in stay-at-home mothers. 

The educational gains for women are 
giving them greater access to a wider range 
of jobs, contributing to a shift of tradition- 
al gender roles at home and work. Based on 
one demographer’s estimate, the number 
of stay-at-home dads who are the primary 
caregivers for their children reached nearly 
2 million last year, or one in 15 fathers. The 
official census tally was 154,000, based on 
a narrower definition that excludes those 
working part time or looking for jobs. 

“The gaps we’re seeing in bachelor’s and 
advanced degrees mean that women will be 
better protected against the next recession,” 
said Mark Perry, an economics professor at 
the University of Michigan-Flint and visit- 
ing scholar at the American Enterprise Insti- 
tute, a conservative think tank. 

“Men now might be the ones more like- 
ly to be staying home, doing the more tra- 
ditional child rearing,” he said. 

Some researchers, including Perry, have 
dubbed the current economic slump a “man- 
cession” because of the huge job losses in 
the male-dominated construction and man- 
ufacturing industries, which require less 
schooling. 


‘Stay-at-Home/ 

More Broadly 

The Census Bureau figures on stay-at- 
home parenting are based on a narrow defini- 
tion in which the wife must be in the labor force 
for the entire year and the husband be outside 
the official labor force for the specifically cited 
reason of “taking care of home and family," 
notes Beth Latshaw, an assistant professor 
of sociology at Appalachian State University 
in Boone, N.C. In her study, which will be pub- 
lished in the peer-reviewed journal Fathering 
in May, Latshaw found that many fathers who 
had primary child-care responsibility at home 
while working part time or pursuing a degree 
viewed themselves as stay-at-home fathers. 
When those factors are included along with 
unmarried and single dads, roughly 1 of every 5 
stay-at-home parents is a father, (ap) 

Still, by the census’ admittedly outmoded 
measure, the number of stay-at-home dads 
has remained largely flat in recent years, 
making up less than 1 percent of married- 
couple households. 

Whatever the exact numbers. Census 
Bureau researchers have detailed a link 
between women’s educational attainment 
and declines in traditional stay-at-home par- 
enting. For instance, they found that stay- 
at-home mothers today are more likely to hi 
young, foreign-born Hispanics who lack col- 
lege degrees than professional women who 
set aside careers for full-time family life. 

“We’re not saying the census definition 
of a ‘stay-at-home’ parent is what reflects 
families today. We’re simply tracking how 
many families fit that situation over time,”

said Rose Kreider, a family demographer at 
the Census Bureau. She said that the bureau’s 
definition of a stay-at-home parent is based 
on a 1950s stereotype of a breadwinner- 
homemaker family that wasn’t necessarily 
predominant then and isn’t now. 

Jeremy Adam Smith, author of the 2009 
book “The Daddy Shift: How Stay-at-Home 
Dads, Breadwinning Moms and Shared Par- 
enting Are Transforming the American Fami- 
ly,” described a cultural shift as women began 
to surpass men in college enrollment in the 
1980s.

the idea that out-of-work fathers can contrib- 
ute to families as stay-at-home dads, allow- 
ing more men to be accepting of the role in 
subsequent recessions, he said. 

The new “Mr. Moms” include Todd Krat- 
er, 38, of Lakemoor, 111., a Chicago suburb. 
Krater has been a self-described stay-at-home 
dad for the past seven years to his three sons 
after his wife, who earned a master’s busi- 
ness degree, began to flourish in her career 
as a software specialist. 

Krater said he found it tough adjusting at 
first and got little support from other moth- 
ers, who treated him as an outcast at school 
functions. He eventually started a blog, “A 
Man Among Mommies,” to encourage fathers 
to take a larger role in child care. 

“What was once an uncommon sight of a 
dad with the kids during the day is becom- 
ing more and more prevalent,” said Krater, 
who is studying part time to become a reg- 
istered nurse. “But many still feel the pres- 
sure of gender roles and feel if they don’t 
make money, they are somehow less of a 
man.” hope yen (ap)

Turned Away Again 


Confusion arises as 
players show up for 
work after NFL ruling

With the NFL lockout lifted and a 
workout bonus to be earned, line- 
backer Lorenzo Alexander was at the 
door of Redskins Park headquarters 
shortiy before 9 a.m. Tuesday, eager 
to hit the weight room and get some 
help from the team’s strength and 
conditioning coaches. 

That’s where he met Redskins 
General Manager Bruce Allen, who 
sent Alexander home after one of 
those brief, matter-of-fact conver- 
sations that took place at NFL team 
facilities across the country Tues- 
day. It wasn’t hostile. It was just 
business — labor and management 
trying to make the best of a diffi- 
cult situation that is now complete- 
ly beyond their control. 

“I wasn’t going to have an argu- 
ment with him, and there was no 
point of sitting in the lobby,” Alex- 
ander said. “So I left.” 

That scene was repeated again 
and again Tuesday in New York and 
Pittsburgh, Cleveland and Buffalo, 
Chicago and Charlotte, as players 
in ones and twos and threes trick- 
led to NFL parks, only to be polite- 
ly turned away. 

A federal judge’s order Mon- 
day lifting the six-week-old lock- 
out sowed mostly confusion Tues- 
day about whether the nation’s 
most popular sport really had 
reopened for business, uncertain- 
ty that threatened to overshadow 
one of the NFL’s premier off-sea- 
son events — the annual draft in 
New York City Thursday. 

With no guidance from Judge

that prides itself on order and reg- 
imentation found itself with essen- 
tially no rules, widely conflicting 
interpretations of the new status 
quo and no public plan for what 
happens next. 

Indeed, the players themselves 
filed legal documents Tuesday ask- 
ing Nelson for clarification of the 
89 -page ruling she issued Monday 
evening, which awarded them a 
preliminary injunction and ended 
the shutdown.

Other than it 
stinging a little bit, I was fine.” 

Green said the shot by New 
York’s Matt Gilroy hit his helmet 
rather than his head directly. 

“They make good helmets, and 
this time it hit me in the helmet. 
I’m OK, so that’s all that matters,” 
Green said. “I think that time, it 
happened so quick that it’s pretty 
tender and sore when it did happen. 
But like I said, thank God for those

Thao and Mirah have many things 
in common, but perhaps the most 
obvious is that both of them per- 
form under their first names. They 
may not be as popular as Cher or 
Madonna, but the decision suggests 
a friendly rapport with their fans. 

For more than a decade, Mirah 
(last name: Yom Tov Zeitlyn) has 
been earning critical acclaim for 
her eccentric, imaginative and 


deeply personal folk albums, while 
Thao (last name: Nguyen) is a Falls 
Church native transplanted to the 
West Coast, where she has released 
two albums of feisty indie pop with 
the Get Down Stay Down. 

Last year the two friends shared 
a stage at the Noise Pop Festival, 
trading off songs and instruments 
before an at-capacity crowd in San 
Francisco.

Island in the Sun 


Greece's Milos touts 
kaleidoscopic views 
and natural beauty 

Excursion 

The Greek island of Milos is less 
well-known than some of the oth- 
ers in the Cyclades group of islands, 
such as the world-famous Santorini 
and Mykonos. But Milos, a volcanic, 
horseshoe-shaped island about 100 
miles southwest of Athens, is a per- 
fect beach destination, and with no 
major ruins of note, natural beau- 
ty is the main attraction. 

Otherworldly rock formations 
decorate its coasts, and the Aege- 
an Sea provides a collar of the pal- 
est blue-green water on powdery 
white volcanic-ash beaches. Its 
most unusual feature is an array 
of colorful sandbelts, running from 
cream to black, with pebbles of 
nearly every color. 

Some are reachable after a long 
and bumpy adventure on dirt roads

that stumble through the island’s 
rugged western hills. One guide 
book put the number of sand belts 
at more than 70. 

The island is big enough to con- 
sume four days of solid exploration 
but small enough at about 57 square 
miles to yield at least some of its 


secrets in that time. There is bus 
service on the island, along with 
beaches that are footsteps away 
from restaurants. 

My wife and I recently spent 
four days on Milos, finding our- 
selves exhausted in the evening 
by our pursuit of the beaches but 
glad we also pushed ourselves to do 
a few other things. We clambered 
up the castle ruins atop the lovely 
white-washed Cycladic village of 
Plaka at sunset and also took time 
out for a scenic drive to the laidback 
northern town of Pollonia, where 
we lunched on octopus at Arme- 
nak! restaurant. The sunlit alley- 
ways of the village of Tripiti are 
gorgeous, as are the brightly paint- 
ed fishermen’s boat garages slung 
along the water at St. Constantine 
on the northern coast. We also vis- 
ited the volcanic pumice dunes that 
surround a small beach at Sara- 
kiniko. At times, it looked like the 
moon, or a landscape covered in 
hastily whipped batter. 

Guided beach tours in Milos, 
some by kayak, some by boat, are 
big business. And for good reason 
— a lot of the beaches worth vis- 
iting are accessible only by boat.

Recipe File 


DUCKRAGU 


Ingredients 

» 1 large duck, washed and dried 
» 3 tablespoons extra virgin olive 
oil 

» Coarse salt 

» Freshly ground black pepper 
o 4 slices duck bacon, finely diced 
o 1 medium yellow onion, peeled 
and finely diced 
» 2 medium carrots, peeled and 
finely diced 

o 2 medium stalks celery, finely 
diced 

» 5 cloves garlic, peeled and 
minced 

o 2 5-inch sprigs fresh rosemary, 
stems discarded and leaves 
finely minced 

» 3 14-ounce cans whole peeled 
tomatoes with their juice 

0 1 cup Italian red wine 

» 1/4 cup plus 2 tablespoons tomato 
paste 

» 1 pound pappardelle (fresh or 
dried) 

» Freshly grated Parmesan cheese, 
for serving 

Serves Four to Six 

Preheat oven to 350 F. Trim excess skin 
from the opening to the duck's cavity and 
from the back end. Rub the duck with 

1 tbsp of olive oil and sprinkle with salt 
and pepper, inside and out. Roast for two 
hours, flipping it from its back to its breast 
(and vice versa) every 1/2 hour. Let it cool 
in the pan. Drain off the fat. 

While duck roasts, heat 2 tbsp of olive 
oil in a Dutch oven over medium-high heat; 
add the duck bacon. Cook for five minutes. 



stirring occasionally, or until starting to 
crisp. Add the onion, carrots, celery, gar- 
lic and rosemary. Reduce heat to low and 
cook, stirring occasionally, for 15 minutes. 
Add tomatoes and their juice and put 1/2 
cup water into one can, swish it around to 
get all the tomato stuck to the sides, pour 
into the next can, and repeat again with the 
third. Add the tomato water along with the 
wine, a good grind of pepper, and a healthy 
pinch of salt. Bring to a boil and then turn 
the heat down very low and let simmer for 
an hour and 15 minutes. 

After the duck has cooled a bit, remove 
and discard the skin and bones; shred the 
meat. Fold the meat into the ragu along 
with the tomato paste and cook on very 
low heat, uncovered, for at least one hour 
and up to four, adding splashes of water if 
necessary to keep it from drying out (con- 
tinue to season with salt and pepper as 
you splash). 

To serve, cook the pasta, divide it 
among bowls, and spoon a generous 
amount of duck ragu over the pasta. Top 
with Parmesan.
